| to. it. The West is always distressful ” 


men and women say carelessly to Lady 
Mayo; and, perhaps, a fragment of the 


old tradition lingers—that such distress 


is exaggerated for political purposes. We 
hope and believe that the plain tale which 
was told at yesterday's meeting will dispel 
this unfortunate frame of mind. Three 
chief facts emerge from the speeches. 
Tho first is that the normally low condi- 
tions of life on the Western and Southern 
seaboard have been depressed to the very 
limit of human endurance by the floods 
and storms of recent months. The potato 
and turf crops have failed. Hundreds of 
people cower miserably in fireless cabins, 
and women and children are dying of slow 
starvation. There is a profoundly tragic 
touch in the Governor-General’s statement 
that now, for the first time, in many 
cottages the turf spark which had glowed, 
like the Vestals lamp, through long 
generations has been ‘extinguished. The 
second’ fact is that the Free State Govern- 
ment is fighting ‘a strenuous battle with 
the spectres of penury and hunger and 
with the menace of disease. One of the 
Government's political faults is its neglect 
of legitimate self-adyertisement; and the 
extent of its present labours for the relief 
of distress, as revealed in the Earl cf 
Mayo's tribute, may surprise the country. 
It is distributing coal, wood and seed 
potatoes in the stricken districts. It is 
providing 18,000 famished school-children 
with a daily meal, and it is making all 
possible haste with its housing pro- 


gramme. 

The third fact is the need—and, 
happily, the existence—of an agency for 
work that Governments cannot do. The 
personal sympathy, the perfect under- 
standing, the timely gift of food or 
clothing or medica] advice that make the 
vast and sudden difference between despair 
and hope—these things a devoted band 
of women is bringing now to the most 
wretched parts of Ireland. Lady Dudley's 
-nurses toil among the hovels of Connemara 
and Kerry, tending the sick, feeding the 
hungry and distributing such clothing and 
medical comfort as can be sent to them 
| from the headquarters in Dublin. Yester- 
day one of them described her noble 
Odyssey—more than fourteen hundred 
visite in an area of twelve miles square, 
with five thousand inhabitants—and we 
do not doubt that for every anxious mother 
and for every sickly child her feet were 


consider the urgent need of this work— 
especially at the present time—and its 


‘| points ‘of view, we must feel shame for 


the nation’s coldness to it. In 1879, when, 
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common-sense of the German people 
asserts itself soon, the Constitution ci 
Weimar may be in danger. 

The only parties in the new Government 
are the Nationalists, the Centre Party and 
the People’s Party—in short, the right 
wing of the Reichstag, with a slight 
leavening of Liberal Catholicism. We do 
not suppose for a moment that Dr. Luther 
will demand the return of the Kaiser, ur 
even the Crown Prince, to the German 
Throne, but the personnel of the Cabinet 
will encourage every hot-headed student 
in Germany to prepare for the day when 
the Monarchy will be restored. Sooner or 
-later, of course, the issue must be faced; 
for the Germans never were a Republican 
people, and the love of royalty, with its 
pomp and circumstance, is bred in every 
Prussian's bones. The academic question 
whether a Republic or a Monarchy would 
be better for a country like Germany is 
open to argument; but, so far, at any rate, 
as the Allies are concerned, it cannot be 
discussed at present. A restoration of the 
German Monarchy would involve either a 
Hohenzollern or a Wittelsbach King, and 
neither dynasty could be tolerated by 
Britain or France. Naturally, Germany’s 
form of government is her own affair; but 
the. restoration of a Wilhelm or a 


Rupprecht would create large issues, with | 


ramifications far beyond the frontiers of 
the German Reich; and the Allies could 
not remain indifferent to such a develop- 
ment. For her own sake, if for no other 
reason, Germany ought to keep a watchful 
eye on her new Cabinet. 

The effect of a restoration in Germany 
would be immediate. The Treaty of Ver- 
sailles would disappear. France, in all 
probability, would annex: the Rhineland 
within a week, and Poland would seize 
Danzig, with a goodly slice of German 
territory into the bargain. The Poles 
already are showing signs of their inten- 
tions. A few weeks ago they erected 
Polish pillar-boxes in Danzig “without 
any warning to anybody, and, naturally 
enough, these pillar-boxes were defaced 
by people of German sympathies, Mr. 
Mervyn Macdonnell, the British High 
Commissioner; who has been appointed 
by the League of Nations to ad- 
minister the Free City, secured an apology 
from the Germans, and then requested 
the Poles to remove the obnoxious 
pillar-boxes. They refused flatly to obev 
him, with the result that a first-class crisis 
has been precipitated and the Warsaw 
Government is sitting day and night in an 
effort to resolve it. The Poles will not 
abandon their claim to do as they choose 
in Danzig, and the prospect of a re- 
actionary Government in Berlin is likely 
to stiffen their determination. It is essen- 
tia: that Germany shall not allow herself 
to be stampeded into foolish action 
by the fanatics of the extreme Right. 
The Weimar Constitution and the Treaty 
of Versailles must be preserved if the 
German nation is to have a chance of re- 
instatement in the good graces of the 
world. The path which it must tread may 
be ‘hard, but any other path will lead 
straight to disaster. ' 


Gambling. 


After intemperance there is no more 
widespread and pernicious abuse than 
gambling, and the extent of the ravages 
of this unhealthy habit has but lately 
been disclosed. Inquiries have revealed 
a network of street-betting which en- 
meshes the working population of Britain. 
Lotteries—which flourish in some Con- 
tinental countries unchecked—are illegal 
under British law; and the casino, with 
its feverish excitement, is so repugnant 
to British instincts that the proposal, 
now canvassed, of setting up a rival Monte 
Carlo at Cairo could not be made while 
Egypt was governed by British ideas. The 
cancer of gambling, however, works in 
the national body because the national 
conscience is not roused against those 
forms of the vice which lack spectacular 
qualities. Writing in The Quarterly Review, 
‘the Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, 
points out that the practice of betting 
has degraded football and tends to degrade 
cricket. Not only does it undermine the 
true benefits of sport, but, as Dr. Bernard 
observes, it demoralises those who engage 
in it. The problem raised by the pro- 
posed taxation of betting is complex. It 
is evidently wrong that the State should 
derive revenue or profit from a practice 
which is immoral; yet not all gambling, 
says Dr. Bernard, tan be regarded as 
ethically indefensible. Where skilled 
judgment is involved it is not morally 
wrong for competitors to “back” their 
opinions with reasonable stakes; vice 
enters when the bet is made on chance. 
The gambling which is so widespread and 
so injurious to public well-being is not 
the backing of judgment or skill, but 
the staking of money on mere luck: it 
springs from an unhealthy craving for 
excitement and for unearned gains. Dr. 
Bernard considers that, while “street-

LONDON LETTER. 
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THE FRENCH DEBT. 
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69 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


! Faipar NíGar, 

It is evident that the conversations in 
Paris regarding the payment of the French 
debt to the Allies proceeded upon some- 
what cautious lines, but it is satisfactory 
to know that officially the initiative in 
raising the question was taken by M. 
Clémentel, the French Finance Minister. 
His letter to Mr. Churchill and the reply 
were straightforward and cordial. Inter- 
change of communications between London 
and Paris will ensue on these notes, but 
necessarily will pin gome little time. 
There is reason to believe that, in the 
first place, France will be invited to 
submit suggestions for the payment of the 
debt, and that, it necessary, Britain will 
broadly outline proposals, leaving details 
to be adjusted in subsequent negotiations. 
As soon as the correspondence reaches a 
definite phase M. Clémentel probably will 
visit London to complete the scheme in 
consultation with the Treasury. 


Liberal Reconstruction. 


Once again there is talk in political 
circles of a possible reconstruction of the 
Liberal Party under a new name. There 
may be nothing in the story, but it is 

ised that the more moderate section 
of the Socialists is becoming agitated over 
the growing activity of the Communists 
and extremists who form the Socialist left 
wing and would gladly seize an oppor- 
tunity for emancipation. Some of these 
moderates have been considering a junction 
with the Liberals, but they will not join 
whilst the party is under the leadership cf 
Mr. Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George. In 
the circumstances, the name of Mr. J. H. 
Thomas has been put forward as a possible 
leader of a new Radical Party. It is un- 
likely, however, that anything much will 
be heard of this matter until after the re- 
assembling of Parliament. 


The Miners’ Federation. 


Signs are not wanting of a serious rift 
in the Miners’ Federation. There is a 
bitter struggle between moderates and ex- 
tremists for supremacy. Mr. Cook, who 
succeeded Mr. Frank Hodges in the 
secretaryship of that organisation, left the 
Communist Party on receiving his ap- 
pointment, but still occupies a leading 
position in the minority movement— 
which seems rather incongruous. It is 
significant that. Mr. Hodges, who was 
selected at the last Trades Union Con- 
gress, to move the resolution refusing the 
admission of Communists individually or 
collectively to the Labour Party, should be 
detailed to take the field on behalf of 
moderate mining opinion as a countérblast 
to Mr. Cook’s “ Red effusions, which 
have been orally broadcast over the mining 
areas. He opens ‘his campaign almost 
immediately in South Wales district. The 
course of events during the next few weeks, 
with these two redoubtable champions in 
the lists, should prove especially interest- 
ing, and the sequel should be found at the 
next meeting of the Federation. There 
will be an attempt to mancuvre Mr. 
Hodges into his old position. 
Merchandise Marks. 


The Minister of Agriculture announces 
that the Merchandise Marks Bill is to be 
re-introduced during the coming session as 
a Government measure. This measure pro- 
vides that all imported foodstuffs shall be 
marked in such a manner that the country 
of origin is clearly shown. No longer will 
the consumer be in doubt whether his 
breakfast-egg comes from Ireland or from 
China. Such legislation should prove of 
considerable value to Ireland. 


Tutankhamen. 


Mr. Howard Carter, the discoverer of 
Tutankhamen’s tomb, will resume his in- 
vestigation of the contents on January 
25th. We know sufficiently well that he 
has already discovered some wonderful and 
unique specimens of early Egyptian art, 
but the greater hope of himself and his 
companions is that they may yet find 
documents dealing with the period when 
Tutankhamen reigned over Lower. and 
Upper Egypt. It is now reported that the 
possible location of the tomb of Tutank- 
hamen’s Queen is known to Mr. Carter, 
and, should this prove to be correct, much 
additional treasure may be revealed when 
the tomb is explored. It is probable that 
the tomb of the queen-wife and a daughter 
of Akhnaton will contain wonders almost 
equal to those found in that of her 
husband. The portrait of Queen Ankh- 
sén-Paaten appears many times in the 
Tutankhamen tomb as a slim, attractive 
girl, generally depicted smiling. 


An Ulster Critic. 


In the third of his series of articles 
in Time and Tide, under the heading 
“ An Ulsterman Looks at the Free State, 
Mr. St. John Ervine writes: When one 
considers that the present rulers of the 
Free State came to authority without any 
experience of government in times of great 
difficulty and danger, one 15 unable to 
deny that they have acquitted themselves 
with distinction. He adds: I have been 
told in Dublin that the heads of great 
businesses bitterly complain that the Free 
State Government pays little heed to their 
welfare, but that none of these business 
men will part with a penny for the pro- 
motion of business candidatures. Hardly 
anyone engaged in business in Ireland 

any idea of what should be 
done to restore the prosperity of their 
country. All whom I encountered grumbled 
and growsed and despaired, and wished 
to Heaven that the British were back, but 
not one of them seemed to have devoted a 
hap’orth of thought to the devisal of 
plans for recovery. It was astounding to 
me to discover the joy with which all sorts 
of people, not only business men, in the 
Free State learned that Mr. Baldwin's 
party had swept the British polls.
